HUNGARIAN NAZI LEADER, 
ESCAPES, GOES TO VIENNA 


Zoltan Boszormeny Flees From 32- 
Month Prison Sentence on 
Plot Charge. 

By the Associated Press, 

VIENNA, April 19.— Zoltan Bos- 
zormeny, Hungarian Nazi leader, 
arrived in Vienna today from Buda- 
pest, fleeing from a 32-month Hun- 
garian prison sentence, He crossed 
the border afoot and reported his 
presence to the Nazi secret police 
in Vienna, then took up residence 
at a Vienna hotel. 

Boszormeny originally was sen- 
tenced to 26 months’ imprisonment. 
He served seven months in protec- 
tive custody pending appeal, which 
resulted in the increased sentence. 
When Budapest’ police sought to 
arrest him to impose the prison 
term they found he had gone. 

Boszormeny, with 88 alleged con- 
federates, was charged with plot- 
ting an armed insurrection for May 
day, 1936. He denied the charge. 
Witnesses said the object of the plot 
was to establish a dictatorship, 
oust the Jews and confiscate prop- 
erty of the wealthy.

None of his partners save La- 
mont, the witness maintained, was 
taken into the secret of his broth- 
er's peculations.

The witness said he went to La- 
mont because he knew the latter 
had an ample cash balance. Time 
was pressing, and George Whitney 
could not wait to convert his own 
store of securities into ready mon- 
ey.

Brother George’s Appearance. 

George. Whitney's appearance at 
the sixth session of the 8 E C's 
investigation of “Richard Whitney 
& Co. et al.,“ was his first public 
emergence since his brother’s fail- 
ure. 

The Morgan partner’s appear- 
ance, as a result of the last five 
weeks of calamity, had altered in 
only one particular. His hair had 
turned perceptibly whiter. Other- 
wise he was the same dapper, ele- 
gant and patrician figure, radiating 
power and arrogance, that appeared 
last summer at a Senate hearing in 
Washington. His mien declared to 
the world that a Whitney, in all 
circumstances, remains superior to 
his fate. It was comprehensible, as 
the record shows, that the very 
sound of his name was sufficient 
to make Wall Street drop prostrate. 

Asked whether he was in a posi- 
tion to control the policies of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the witness gave 
a negative reply, but asked that any 
testimony on the policies of the 
firm be taken in private. Trial 
Examiner Samuel O, Clark took the 
request under advisement. 

Details Loans to Brother. 

Whitney then was taken over the 
entire series of his loans to his 
brother, all unsecured and mostly 
unpaid or canceled. The list began 
on July 1, 1921, when George Whit- 
ney lent his brother $40,000 for pri- 
vate purposes. Another private 
loan of $5800 on Jan. 1, 1924, also 
was paid. Jan. 8, 1926, the witness 
said, he lent $100,000 to apply on 
the purchase of his brother's town 
house in New York. This was can- 
celed. 

On March 5, 1928, George Whit- 
ney made his brother a “temporary 
accommodation” of $150,000. Other 
loans specified were $100,000 on 
July 2, 1928; $20,000 on Oct. 1 of the 
same year; $50,000 on Oct. 28 and 
$20,000 on Dec, 11, 1928. All of 
these remain unpaid. 

For replenishing capital in Rich- 
ard Whitney’s Florida enterprises, 
his brother lent him $100,000 on 
July 2, 1928; $175,000 on Feb. 8, 
1929; $200,000 on Dec. 31, 1935, and 
$100,000 on July 1, 1936. None of 
these sums has been repaid. His 
first loan in behalf of Richard Whit- 
ney & Co. was $500,000 on March 
19, 1929, to purchase a Stock Ex- 
change seat for Richard Whitney's 
partner, Henry D. Mygatt.

Knudsen’s statement accused the 
U A W of “coercing” Flint em- 
ployes.. tl was issued shortly. after 
Homer Martin, U A W president, 
had charged the shutdown was not 
due to the dues-collecting drive, but 
was an attempt to discredit the 
union. 

Closing of the Fisher plant today 
sent 3700 body plant workers and 
1500 Buick assembly line men home. 
The Buick management said con- 
tinued suspension of the body plant 
activity would make 6000 other 
Buick workers idle. 

Knudsen, in his statement, said 
“the corporation has kept its agree- 
ment with the union. It has no de- 
mands before it dealing with the 
Flint situation. It does not pro- 
pose to overlook this latest devel- 
opment to obtain a closed shop by 
coercive methods. 

“The corporation will take the 
only way of meeting this latest 
breach of faith by the union, name- 
ly, to let the plant remain closed 
until the practice is stopped and 
picket lines withdrawn.“ 

Acting Police Chief James P. Cole 
said last night police protection 
would be given any workers wish- 
ing to enter the plant. Burt Har- 
ris, vice-president of the Fisher lo- 
cal, U A W, retorted that “there 
probably will be a riot if the police 
show up.” 

A number of fights occurred, but 
no one was injured seriously. One 
automobile loaded with workers 
tried to crash the picket line at 
high speed, but again no one was 
hurt.

Leniency in Previous Case.

publican Judge, a year and a day 
at Leavenworth Penitentiary, and 
another defendant who also plead- 
ed guilty, four months in jail.

EX-CONVICT STOPS TRIAL, 
PLEADS GUILTY OF ROBBERY 


Negro Gets 10 Years for $75 Hold- 
up in Which Filling Station 
Man Was Shot. 

Edward Bullock, Negro ex-con- 
vict, abruptly stopped his trial on 
a charge of robbery with a deadly 
weapon in Circuit Judge Michael 
J. Scott's courtroom yesterday to 
enter a plea of guilty and was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

The jury was being selected when 
Bullock, who is 30 years old, de- 
cided to change his previous plea 
of not guilty. At the time of his 
arrest last Dec, 2 he signed a writ- 
ten statement admitting that he 
and two others Negroes participat- 
ed in the $75 holdup of Edward F. 
Pohrer, proprietor of a filling sta- 
tion at 1401. Lucas avenue. Pohrer 
was shot in the back in the hold- 
up, but recovered. 

The cases of the two other Ne- 
groes, Charles Turner and James 
Cannon, are still pending. Turner 
also has signed a confession. Bul- 
lock, who formerly lived in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., told police he had 
served a sentence in the Tennessee 
penitentiary for robbery.

The witness identified a note for 
$1,175,000, payable a year from date 
with interest at 2 per cent per an- 
num, Which Richard Whitney exe- 
cuted in George Whitney’s favor 
on Jan. 1, 1937... With the excep- 
tion of the bankers contributions 
to his brother’s Florida enterprises, 
this note, George Whitney said, 
represented a new “setting” of Rich- 
ard’s total obligations to himself, 
including his loans of $500,000 and 
$650,000, and his payments on the 
brother’s town house. The life of 
the note was e one year, said 
the witness, meet “the require- 
ments of the Stock Exchange.” 

Shifted Debt to Firm. 
Richard Whitney shifted this debt 
to J. P. Morgan & Cc. from his 
own shoulders to those of his firm 
on Dee, 31, 1936, at the suggestion 
of George Whitney, according to 
his testimony. He led J. F. Mor- 
gan & Co. on that date, he said, to 
make a loan of $484,000 to Richard 
Whitney & Co., which was used to 
pay the broker’s note of that sum. 
The effect of this transaction, ad- 
mitted the witness, was to remove 
Richard Whitney’s name as a debt- 
or from Morgan books. 
Documents introduced in evidence 
showed that before March 24, 1937, 
Richard Whitney borrowed $488,000 
in securities from his wife, Mrs. 
Gertrude Sheldon Whitney. This 
item and the Morgan loan were 
omitted in a statement of his capi- 
tal situation made on that date by 
Richard Whitney to his brother, 
which fixed his assets at $1,280,579, 
when. they were actually $307,709. 
The one question that did not occur 
to him, protested the banker, was 
whether the assets provided suffi- 
cient free working capital for Rich- 
ard Whitney & Co. to continue in 
business under the requirements of 
the Stock Exchange. 

Davison’s Testimony. 

The first witness today was Da- 
vison, who said he had been an 
active partner of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. since Dec. 31, 1928. He had only 
general knowledge, he stated, of a 
loan of $500,000 extended to Rich- 
ard Whitney by J. P. Morgan & Co. 
during July, 1931, but the witness 
went ito detail concerning négotia- 
tions in which he took part, during 
December, 1936, which eventuated 
in the loan of $650,000 from George 
Whitney to his brother. 

Davison said he entered these 
negotiations not as a Morgan part- 
ner, but as a personal favor to 
George Whitney, who asked him to 
examine the books of Richard 
Whitney & Co., with a view to dis- 
covering whether there was any 
basis for George Whitney's intend¢ 
ing.a loan to Richard Whitney with 
the purpose of repaying two cash 
loans of $100,000 each, and remov- 
ing from his accounts more than 
$1,000,000 of customer securities 
which the broker had pledged as 
collateral for loans. 


Davison revealed for the first 
time that these pledged securities 
amounted to $1,112,000, and that 
they included collateral belonging 
to the broker’s wife, Mrs. Gertrude 
Sheldon Whitney. The other pro- 
prietors were George Whitney, W. 
Deering Howe, De Lancey Kountze 
and Kenneth B. Schley. It was dis- 
covered, said Davison, that the to- 
tal liabilities of Richard Whitney 
& Co., including cash loans and 
borrowings on customer and firm 
securities, amountéd to $5,561,459. 
But he also estimated the firm's as- 
sets at more than $6,000,000, leav- 
ing a purported credit balance’ of 
$500,000. 

The witness admitted, however, 
that among the assets of dubious 
liquid value was stock in the Dis- 
tilled Liquors Corporation and 
Florida Humus Co., with a face 
value of $1,561,459. In addition, 
Richard Witney. reported $1,400,000 
of assets which he did not identify 
and which Davison declared he ac- 
cepted without question. 


That early in February, 1938, 
about a month before his downfall, 
Richard Whitney sought a loan of 
$700,000 from J. P. Morgan & Co., 
with Distilled Liquors Corporation 
stock as security, was brought out 
in the questioning. A conference

A tale of childlike c afid 
enduring for years despite numer

Redmond said he had scruples 
against lending money. but, instead, 
placed at Whitney’s disposal $75,- 
000 in securities, which the broker 
was authorized to pledge for his 
own loans. Whitney kept the stock 
four years and paid Redmond no 
interest, but the latter, he averred, 
did not request its return until 
1937. 

As early as 1935, Redmond ad- 
mitted, he began to hear reports— 
in one case from a client of his— 
that Whitney was “borrowing 
money about the street.” These 
rumors grew in volume during the 
next two years. 

In August, 1936, the witness dis- 
closed, Whitney telephoned to ask 
for his legal opinion as to whether 
one member of the exchange could 
properly make an unsecured cash 
loan to another. Redmond replied 
with a memorandum to the effect 
that under a strict interpretation 
of regulation T“ of the exchange, 
such loans “would seem to be un- 
lawful.” 

Whitney then arranged an inter- 
view between Redmond and Alan L. 
Corey, when the lawyer discovered 
that Corey had already made a 
cash loan of $200,000 to Whitney. 
Redmond denied advising Corey 
that he could circumvent the rule 
by lending securities instead of 
cash, but says he understood when 
Corey left that he intended making 
this substitution, which was done. 

Confidence Unshaken. 

On Nov. 23 Redmond was in- 
formed by E. H. H. Simmons, chair- 
man of the exchange’s Gratuity 
Fund, that Whitney had found it

ARGUES WAGNER ACT 
IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Objects to Procedure and 
Admission of Hearsay— 
U. S. Court of Appeals 
Refuses Temporary Writ. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—At- 
tacking constitutionality of the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act, the 
Republic Steel Corporation ap- 

ed to the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday the National Labor 
Relations Board decision April 8, 
which held the corporation in vio- 
lation of the act. 

A petition, signed by Tom M. 
Girdler, Republic chairman, chal- 
lenged the board’s right to order 
reinstatement of 5000 Steel Work- 
ers’ Organizing Committee strikers 
in its five Ohio plants. 

The board's order amounted to 
“delegation of judicial and legisla- 
tive power to an administrative 
body,” the petition said. , 

The corporation’s petition main- 
tained the board allowed “incompe- 
tent, immaterial and hearsay evi- 
dence” to be introduced on behalf 
of the C I O workers. 

It added that the board refused 
to let the company present 75 wit- 
nesses who, it said, could testify 
that scores of strikers whose re- 
instatement the board ordered took 
part in the bloodshed and com- 

‘mitted lawless acts on the com- 
pany’s properties. 

The company’s miain office is at 
Cleveland, but because it is a New 
Jersey corporation, the petition 
said, the appeal lies in the Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Third Dis- 
trict. 

The court took action on the 
concern's request Tor an injunc- 
tion against enforcement of the 
Labor Board’s order, including re- 
instatement of employes. Fixing of 
a date for hearing on the appeal 
was postponed until the board 
brings to court the complete record 
in the case, covering thousands of 
pages of testimony. 

The board declared the corpora- 
tion had violated the Wagner Act 
on eight counts before and during 
the “little steel” strike last summer. 

It charged the company with ac- 
tivity in connection with the fatal 
shooting of three strikers at the 
Massillon plant and directed it to 
break up employe representation 
plans in all five Ohio plants. The 
others are at Canton, Youngstown, 
Warren and Niles. 

The appeal papers also said the 


‘board’s “findings of asserted law 


violations” were “contrary to law 
and not supported by evidence.” 

The board gave the company 10 
days in which to carry out its 
order, and yesterday was the last 
day the appeal could be filed. 


Company Says It Wants Back All 
Not Guilty of Lawlessness. 
CLEVELAND, April 19.—Repub- 


lic Steel Corporation, in a statement 


last night, said the appeal from 
the Labor Relations Board's deci- 
sion “does not affect the general 
policy of the company that the 
company desires to see all men 
back at work who have not been 
guilty of violence or illegal acts.” 

Such re-employment should 
not interfere with orderly opera- 
tions or the rights of other em- 
ployes and should be effected 
through normal procedure,” the 
statement said. “Republic’s normal 
procedure for hiring or re-employ- 
ment of men is and always has been 
for the men to go personally to the 
plant's employment department and 
make application there.” 

The Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee has been handling appli- 
cations of the strikers for re-em- 
ployment,

“She testified 
that on Feb. 8, 1937, she returned to 
her Black Mountain home near 
Varts, Ky., after seeing her hus- 
band, an organizer for the United 
Mine Workers. off by train to 
Pineville.

Cream-colored window shades, and 
I had an idea that they seen the 
boy—his back was setting toward 
the first shot that came in, and I 
just had an idea that some one 
looked in and thought that was 
his daddy.’ 

“The hearings also revealed that 
on the previous day, Feb. 8, a car- 
load of union organizers had at- 
tended a local union meeting at 
Black Mountain, Kentucky. As 
they were leaving Harlan County 
they were fired upon by the deputy 
sheriffs. One of the passengers, 
Thomas Ferguson, a member of the 
United Mine Workers of America 
for 37 years and at that time em- 
ployed by District No. 6 to help or- 
ganize the coal miners in Harlan 
County, was wounded, 


Testimony on Shooting. 


“Another occupant of the car, L. 
T. Arnett, a fellow organizer and 
member of the United Mine Work- 
ers for 28 years, testified regard- 
ing the shooting as follows: “There 
was one bullet came and penetrat- 
ed the radiator, and there was an- 
other bullet came through over my 
head and knocked my hat off and 
exploded, and a fragment of it 
struck Ferguson in the shoulder. 
Another one. . . also struck him 
in the shoulder and tore an awful 
nasty hole in his back.’ 

“On Jan. 23, 1937, at 3 a. m., L. 
T. Arnett, union organizer, awoke 
at the New Harlan Hotel in Har- 
lan, Ky., to hear a hissing and siz- 
zling sound at the door of his room. 
Thinking it was a bomb, he threw 
open a window and then rushed to 
the telephone to notify his dozen or 
more colleagues housed in the same 
hotel. After getting no response, 
he opened the door and found the 
sizzling sound came not from dyna- 
mite, but from tear-gas bombs. At

“Sterilization” is a term used

Some $1,182,000,000 of sterilized 
gold was “de-sterilized” last Thurs- 
day to inflate credit resources of 
the nation’s banks and to help fi- 
Nance the administration's new 
spending program. : 

This action emptied the old “in- 
active gold account” of the Treas- 
ury, and Morgenthau disclosed that 
this account was being abolished. 

Program Would Be Partial. 

The new program would be par- 
tial, because the Treasury ap- 
parently would sterilize only a por- 
tion of any incoming foreign gold. 
Morgenthau’ made it clear that he 
was not committing himself to any 
policy pending developments. 

He also indicated future gold pol- 
icy would depend, to some extent, 
on the reaction of European foreign 
exchange markets to this country’s 
new spending and credit policies. 
Easter holidays have kept the Eu- 
ropean ‘markets closed ever since 
President Roosevelt's message to 
Congress, and officials here are un- 
able to determine, at the moment, 
which way gold will flow. 

While the Treasury has a deficit, 
any accumulation of gold in the 
general fund will be equivalent to 
sterilization because the Treasury 
will have to borrow money to pay 
for the metal. The only difference 
between this procedure and the 
sterilization formerly practiced is 
thé name of tae fund in which the 
gold rests. When no sterilization 
is attempted, the Treasury pays 
for newygold by issuing currency 
secured by the metal. 

The first storage place, if any, 
for incoming foreign gold prob- 
ably will bé the stabilization fund, 
which is the initial purchaser of 
foreign metal in the course of its 
dollar stabilization activities in 
foreign markets. To the extent 
of its $200,000,000 working account 
1 800,000 000 of the fund’s re- 
sdurces have heretofore remained 
idle—the stabilization fund can 
hoard foreign gold without dimin- 
ishing the cash funds needed by 
the Treasury to pay for govern- 
mental expenditures. 

Foreign Withdrawal Possibility. 

Treasury officials, it was learned, 
would like to accumulate a fund cf 
gold somewhere that could be used 
to offset the deflationary effect if 
foreigners should suddenly with- 
draw their funds from this country. 

When foreigners send gold here, 
they get bank deposits. When the 
Treasury borrows to pay for the 
gold it reduces deposits and neu- 
tralizes the credit effect of the 
movement of foreign money and 
gold to this country. This is ster- 
Uization. 

When foreigners withdraw funds, 
they reduce American bank de- 
posits and lessen the ability of 
banks to lend funds to American 
business men. If the Treasury has 
acctiimulated any gold which has 
not yet been used for currency 
purposes, it can offset the credit 
shrinkage caused by the foreign 
withdrawals by issuing currency 
against the metal and spending the 
currency with persons who will de- 
posit it in banks.

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Thoughts About St. Louis Schools. 
To tne Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE school tax election is mow past, 
and I think we parents of school 
children can be thankful to the Post-Dis- 
patch for all it has done to prevent a re- 
cession in our schools. 

In my opinion, there is a big job to be 
done in improving our schools. It seems 
like a long time since we voted to en- 
able the Legislature to pass a pension 
act. I would like to know when we 
might expect something to be done in 
this matter. ' 

There are teachers in the schools who 
have undoubtedly earned a pension and 
are no longer able to do their work. 
There are substitutes who are capable 
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of doing all their own work in a most 
satisfactory way, yet our children can- 
not profit, because of the lack of pen- 
sions and unwise permanent tenure rule, 

It will be a difficult matter to make 
a perfectly satisfactory pension law, but 
I think it can be done. There are teach- 
ers, I know, who have reached an age to 
be pensioned, yet they are doing satis- 
factory, conscientious work and the chil- 
. dren profit by having them. I know of 
teachers in our schools who ‘are below 
the generally accepted pension age, but 
who seem to be able to do only a por- 
tion of their work and must have pupils 
help them in grading papers, etc. 

For example, one teacher has the pu- 
pils in one class mark papers of the pu- 
pils in another class. That is the way 
part of the recitation period goes. If 
pupils are capable of doing this satisfac- 
torily, ‘they should not be pupils but 
teachers, and should be paid for it. 

The courses could, in some instances, 
be improved, too. For example, I feel 
it foolish to expect children in high 
school to memorize 100 lines of modern 
Poetry (a sample is “Clay Hills,” by Un- 
termeyer), when real classical American 
poetry is overlooked, 

I feel that great improvement in St. 
Louis schools could be made if more 
interested parents and friends could 
make themselves heard and understood. 

I honestly believe if all in school work, 
up to the superintendent, were to read 
Angelo Patri's articles and take them to 
heart, especially when they relate to 
schools, much good would be done.

Charges Unfairness Against Osteopaths. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE State Board of Health has refused 

osteopathic physicians free vaccine and 
toxoid for immunization of school chil- 
dren, although it supplies it to M. D.’s 
free through county health units. 

In one town in Missouri, with a popula- 
tion of 1000, the school children were 
given slips to be filled out by parents, 
indicating their preferenee of physicians 
to vaccinate their children. The returned 
Slips indicated that more than 100 fam- 
ilies preferred the local osteopathic phy- 
sician. The Director of Division of Child 
Health instrueted the county health of- 
ficer that vaccine would be supplied free 
“only to members of the regular medical 
profession.” This situation existed even 
though the Superintendent of Schools 
and the Prosecuting Attorney of the 
county were opposed to it. The local os- 
teopathic physicians then bought and 
administered free of charge vaccine and 
toxoid to the children on his list. 

The State Osteopathic Association then 
took up with officials at Jefferson City 
the question of supplying osteopathic 
physicians with vaccine and toxoid for 
free use and was met with a definite 
refusal. As a result, the State Associa- 
tion of Osteopathic Physicians and Sur- 
geons has arranged to supply such phy- 
sicians within the State with vaccine and 
toxoid free for immunization of school 
children, .

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MAINE’S SPURIOUS FAME.

Japan Loses. Twice 


Japanese militarists have won two main objectives they had in mind in attatking 
Chinese, but are still losing the war, says authority on Far Eastern affairs; North 
China has been taken, but can be held only by wiping out the enemy; army has 
gained control of Japan's Government, but military costs threaten bankruptcy.

F nine months of the China- Japan war 
had to be summarized in a single sentence, 
it could be said that the Japanese Army 
has won the first engagements in Japan as 
well as China and is | the war in both. 
The Japanese Army d the war with 
two main objectives. The first was exter- 
nal: to carve out a territorial bloc in North 
China which would first be “autonomous” 
and then move by graduated stages into a 
“co-operative” relationship with Manchoukuo 
and Japan—eventually a tripartite autarchy 
ruled from Tokio. , 
The second objective was internal: under 
cover of war needs to establish a military 
control over the whole of the Japanese econ- 
omy, or at least to put Japanese industry 
and finance at the disposal of the Japanese 
military whenever they deem necessary and 
thus end the power of big business to veto 
military adventures on the ground of cost. 
In China, the Japanese Army has carried 
the first campaign. It has occupied the 
Northern provinces marked out for its bloc, 
and the lower Yangtze region as well, in- 
cluding the wealthiest part of the country. 
But it is no nearer a decision that it was 
nine months ago. On the contrary, its rate 
of progress is declining. 
In Japan, too, the Japanese Army has car- 
ried the first campaign. As a culmination

This puts into the hands of the Govern- 
ment, which is to say the army, a central- 
ized control over the whole of the Japanese 
economy. Thus, the army has at last put 
to rout the political parties, which in Japan 
are the defense forces of big business, and 
attained the objective it has coveted for 


years, an objective it could not attain with- 
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tute the new Government, What has at 
last been patched together under the name 
of a government will arouse either ridicule 
or contempt among the Chinese. Its mem- 


bers are the dregs of a generation of Chi- 


nese political life. They may sign peace 
treaties with Japan once a week, but the 
same number of Chinese will go on fighting. 

Expeditions may create an illusion to save 
Japan's face from the failure to achieve 
military successes, but they do not check the 
flow of Japanese wealth to pay for an in- 
conclusive war. Mr. Kaya, the Minister of 
Finance, boasted lustily in the Diet that 
“the country could stand expenditures even 
as great as 20 or 30 billion yen a year,” and 
that “Japan’s-position would not be serious- 
ly affected,” but the interpolations showed 
that all auditors knew as well as he that he 
was whistling in the dark. 

Budget figures are on a scale which, for 
Japan, is astronomical. Appropriations for 
the coming year exceed seven and a half bil- 
lion yen, of which almost five billfon are for 
war purposes. This is two and a half times 
the budget of the years before the war, 
when Japan was already unable to finance 
herself except by deficit bonds.

The Government will resort to a genteel, 
unacknowledged inflation. Only the de- 
vices of what is in effect totalitarianism 
can now shore Japan up temporarily. 

Whether she can be shored up more than 
temporarily is already doubtful. Inflation 
is visible in more telling ways than fiscal 
accounting. One of the more serious is the 
rising price level. The Bank of Japan index 
for February showed a rise of 11 per cent

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| Practice and Preaching 


From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


NE passage of President Roosevelt's 

message of last Thursday, repeated in 
his radio address, is worthy of special no- 
tice. In a plea for co-operation and toler 
ance, he said: 

“Self-restraint implies restraint by articu- 
late public opinion, trained to distiguish fact 
from falsehood, trained to believe that bit- 
terness is never a useful instrument in pub- 
lic affairs. There can be no dictatorship by 
an individual or by a group in this nation, 
save through division fostered by hate. Such 
division there must never be.” 

These sentences are profoundly true. 
But if they are a valid indictment of some 
who have been intemperate or bitterly par 
tisan in their criticisms of the administra- 
tion, they are no less valid as an indict- 
ment of the President himself, on the basis 
of many speeches in years past. 

Mr. Roosevelt has been guilty of a notori- 
ous lack of self-restraint, in his campaigns 
and in his official pronouncements. He has 
sought to capitalize on bitterness of feeling 
many times, particularly by sowing the seeds 
of hostility toward business men and the 
wealthy in general. He has made all too 
large a contribution to class antagonisms— 
the hate which he describes now as the pro 
genitor of dictatorship. 

Perhaps Mr. Roosevelt has come at last 
to realize that his own use of bitterness and 
prejudice has been unwise and unjust. Per- 
haps he has forsworn their use. It ia to 
be hoped that this is the case. But the con- 
text of this pertinent passage from his 
speech suggests that he believes his critics 
have had a monopoly of intemperance and 
appeals to prejudice. That is not true. 

A greater tolerance and temperance all 
around would be very helpful in our present 
critical sitdation. But anyone who would 
foster it must do so by example and not 
alone by precept. In particular, the chief 
executive must illustrate in practice, as well 
as by preaching, the virtues of selfte 
straint. 


NO DOG RACING FOR NEW YORE

The administration 
still hardens on its theory that in 
April, 1937, there was overproduc- 
tion and a danger of inflation. 

“Fearing just such an event,” 
says the President, “the Federal 
Reserve System curtailed banking 
credit, and the Treasury com- 
menced to sterilize gold, as a fur- 
ther brake on what it was feared 
might turn into a runaway infla- 
tion.” 

They did, indeed, and by those 
measures they started the present 
depression. Obviously, the meas- 
ures, on the scale and with the 
vehemence with which they are un- 
dertaken, were wrong. And at the 
time, this column, and a number 
of other commentators, doubted the 
wisdom of the measures. and pre- 
dicted what the results would be— 
this column as long ago as Oct. 
18 While still defending them, the 
administration, by implication, 
admits its error, because the new 
recovery program completely re- 
verses the policy of last spring. 
and this is the most constructive 
single thing in the whole program. 


The administration lightens the 


reserve requirements which it un- 


wisely and unnecessarily stiffened, 
and releases the gold that it un- 
wisely and unnecessarily froze. 


As far back as last March and 
April, liberal economists, among 
them Alexander Sachs, who _ set 
forth his views in early autumn 
before the price conference of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, were predicting that radical 
deflationary monetary measures 
were fraught with grave dangers. 

But the Government chose to 
listen to other advisers. So the ship 
didn’t sail. It didn’t even drift. It

If you enforce sudden and radical 
deflation, of course you get over- 
production! If a man is starved, 
even a regular meal can make him 
sick, 

On every known ground we have 
not even begun to take care of the 


slaughter of eq values, then 
there is neither the money nor the 
desire to buy new houses. 

if, through an undistributed prof- 
its tax and a capital gains tax re- 
garded as part of annual income, 
you take away reserves and reduce 
the working capital ratie of even 
big business to lower levels than at 
any time since the war, then no one 
can buy machinery and make im- 
provements. , 

And thus, inventories that were 
inadequate when business was oper- 
ating at 80 per cent of capacity be- 
come, on the way down to 30 per 
cent, over-stocking! If department 
store indexes of stocks in hand 
have caught up with improved de- 
mand and consumption on the basis 
of a 68-billion-dollar national in- 
come, and a deflationary movement 
is launched which reduces the na- 
tional income to around 50 billions, 
then the department stores are 
overstocked. 

Over-production can be an effect 
as well as a cause, and in this de- 
pression our belief is that it was an 
effect. An effect of policies. 


Of the seven billion dollars pro- 
posed recovery program nearly a 
third is nothing except the reversal 
of monetary measures taken last 
spring. That reversal is all to the 
good. It’s only too bad that the 
measures were ever taken. Because, 
1. the interval, the capital wealth 
of the country has been made to 
shrink by perhaps forty billion dol- 
lars. And that shrinkage is due, 
we believe, to inexcusable mishan- 
dling of the railroads, with severe 
losses to insurance companies and 
banks who have railroad holdings 
of at least five billion dollars, to 
a bad tax program, to an uncon- 
structive treatment of the utilities 
question, and a demagogic labor 
policy. 

Compared with the capital and 
income losses sustained in the last 
seven months, the spending pro- 
gram is chicken-feed, and this econ- 
omy will not recover until more is 
reversed than the monetary defla- 
tionary measures. 

It can only recover by private in- 
vestment and spending, and when 
capital again is given the opportu- 
nity to become venturesome.

WO THOUSAND or less years 
ago, Aesop or someone said: 
“Don’t judge a book by its cov- 
er.“ Robert Young proves Aesop 
—or someone—was right. To the 
outward eye, in his screen roles and 
off scréen, Young looks exactly like 
the young millionaire he often plays 
in pictures. He seems world-wise, 
suave, clothes conscious and like 
someone who was born with, not a 
silver, but a gold spoon in his 
mouth. 

Actually, Robert Young has one 
of the best Horatio Alger stories in 
all of Hollywood. Tony the Boot- 
black had nothing on Young. He 
grew up in Los Angeles in Boyle 
Heights, which is the other side of 
the tracks. His family was con- 
tinually financially pinched. 


But let Bob Young’s own story 
prove the point. 


Chicago was his birthplace and 
the date was Washington’s birth- 
day. When he was 10 months of 
age, his family moved to Seattle, 
Wash. 


Things were not bad with the 
Young family; neither were they 
good. But they were happy and 
sentimental. Bob had sentiment 
bred into him in his everyday life. 
Many a critic believes it is one of 
his chief charms today on the 
screen, 


“I was in the fourth or fifth 
grade and a gang of boys planned 
a hiking trip one Saturday,” Bob 
recalls, “I told them I couldn't go 
because it was my sister’s birth- 
day. They laughed at me and 
called me a sissy and all that sort 
of thing. But I didn’t go, 


“I couldn’t explain to them that 
birthdays were big events in our 
family. In spite of the fact that 
we had little money, we always 
managed to make a big celebration 
of holidays and birthdays.

“Naturally, I was flattered to 
think she would notice me and give 
me a chance,” he says.

They had engagements for 16 weeks
